In spite of the threats and oommands 
ofHlaucoabig démonstration will be 
held on Sunday . 
Wey ler’s adherents propose to be 
heard.

W ash ing to n , Feb. 26. — Secretary 
t in t has been under aheavy strain ever 
Siuco he was awakenimI in the middle of 
the night a weak ago last Tuesday , by 
the news of the loss of the Maine, and 
now that matters are at least for the time 
being in a quii ter state, he has w ith­ 
drawn from the navy department and 
gone away for a few day s’ rest, leaving 
Assistant Secretary Roosevelt to man­ 
age the department. 
Word of the sailing of the cruiser 
blontgomery from Tampa to Key West 
has b ^ n received. The date of ner de- 
pirtnre for Havana, if she is to go at 
all, is conjectural. 
The ship went to 
Tampa instead of Key W est on her re­ 
turn from San Domingo in order to fa­ 
cilitate the speedy return to his duties 
in Washington of Captain Crownin- 
shield, the chief or the navigation bu­ 
reau, who saved a full day by the move- 
meuL 
The Castine, the second of the U n it^ 
State warships on the South Atlantic 
staiiou, has am vod at Barbadoes, where 
she joined the Cincinnati. 
It may be 
that the Castine will go to Martinique 
U) be docked, as she is in need of clean 
ing after her tropical service. 
Since so much depends upon the re­ 
port of the court of inquiry it may be 
iiitoresting to note that so far Secretary 
Long himself does not know when to 
expect this important document, up to 
this time having heard nothing from 
any of the members on this point. 


SPAIN’ S OFFICIAL DENIAI 


Th© Spanish Charge Declare* There I* 
No Mine In Havana Harbor. 


W ash ing t o n , Feb. 28.—In view of the 
widely put-'lishcfi report that the harbor 
of Havana contains a sy stem of sub­ 
marine mines, 
a 
sUiteinent iironud 
which has centen d the chief public iii- 
terent in connection with the disaster to 
the battleship Maine, Senor Du Bose, 
Spanish charge d’affaires at ^ ashing- 
ton. has made the following statement, 
wliich, coming from such authority , 
may Ih' considered a« an official di'uial: 
“ I wish to state on my own official 
knowledge that no mine exists inside or 
outside of Havana harbor, nor is t^ r e 
any submaiiue defense of any kind. The 
report is so absolutely false and ridicu­ 
lous that it could only liave originated 
in the minds of those persons anxious to 
incite the evil liassions of both nations 
for tbeir own miserable ends. 
I con­ 
sider the very suggestion of such a thing 
an insult to Spain.” 


W ash ing to n , Feb. 26.—Although it 
is given out that nothing definite oo- 
cunod at the cabinet meeting regard­ 
ing tlie Maine disaster, one member of 
the cabinet was asktxl if the administra­ 
tion still held to the view nnanimonsly 
expressed by all the members of the 
cabinet after last week’s miH ting—that 
the Maine duNister was duo to a'kjideut. 
“ Yes.” he ausw(*reii, hut with some 
hesitation, “ officially .” 
This intimation that the cabinet and 
the presid ‘Ut himself are at last cxm- 
vinced that the Maine wa.s dcstroved by 
an external explosion, W'hile officially 
adhering to the mteraal accident theoi’y , 
was

sonnies. 
It is believed to mean that the presi­ 
dent i.as re/'t‘ivcKl se rtit information. 
Tiie ciabiuet is said to have discussed 
demanding in lemnity from Spsiin. 
It is b lic‘V(Ml that this will be rejected 
by Spain and that Cuba will be sc izcff 
j 
to insure pay ment, which will precipi-' 
tate war. 
There are a large number of prece­ 
dents which will aid the authorities in 
shaping their action in this direction 
when tlie facts are fully established. 
While none of the cases sffiow the fear­ 
ful loss of life sustained by Bie Maine 
explosion, y et they include many in­ 
stances in which the United States has 
adopted energetic measures to redress 
the killing of American citizens in for­ 
eign countries. 
In a general way these 
methcxis of redress have included de­ 
mands for indemnity , proclanuitioni ex­ 
cluding the warships of the offending 
nations from our harbors, display of i 
force, non-intercourse, withdrawal of| 
our minister, reprisal and bltxikade. 
Some of these stops border very closely 
on war. although they are regarded as 
the moveiuents just preliminary to act­ 
ual hostilities and as amounting to a 
threat that force will follow if rejiara- 
tion is not made. 
In 1868, by order of President Lopez, 
the United States ship Water Witch 
was fired upon while survey ing the en­ 
trance to a river in Paraguay , killing 
one man and wounding others. 
Con­ 
gress authorized the president to use the 
ut cessary force to secure roimratioii. A 
fleet of 19 vessels, 26 guns, 2,500 men, 
civilian plenipotentiaries 
and others 
made a demonstmtion and Paraguay 
disavowed the act and paid $10,000 in­ 
demnity .

The torpedoes will be connected 
with electric wires and the engineers 
have arranged to have batteries Icxated 
at eacffi end of the line, so that in case 
an apiMiratus was used by tho enemy to 
sever the connecting wires and break 
tlie c.rcuit, the b rpedcxjs still could be 
c xpkxhxi from either end of the line. 
The channel is already protected from 
the W illet’s Point shore to the center of 
the ciiaunel by two groups of submarine

A Traveling Man Suicide*. 
St. L oulh , Feb. 28.—Albert A, Henry , 
traveling agent for a Philadelphia oold 
storage conceni, has jumped from the 
Eads bridge and was drowned in the 
Mississippi.

In spit© of the threats and commands 
of Blanco a big demonstration will be 
held on Sunday.

Consul General Lee is responsible for 
the statement that President McKinley 
wanted to confer with him in W ash­ 
ington, but countermanded the order, 
owing to the condition of affairs.

In 1866, by or ler of President Lopez, 
the United States ship Water Witch 
was fired upon while surveying the en­ 
trance to a river in Paraguay, killing 
one man and wounding others. Con­ 
gress authorized the president to use the 
necessary force to secure reparation. A 
fleet of IO vessels, 25 guns, 2,600 men, 
civilian plenipotentiaries and others 
made a demonstration and Paraguay 
disavowed the act and paid $10,000 in­ 
demnity. 
When the British ship Leopard fired 
o n the United States ship Chesapeake 
iii time of peace for refusing to turn 
over British deserters and the com­ 
mander was wounded and three were 
killed aud others wounded, President 
Madison speedily issued a proclamation 
excluding from American ports

British warships. 
He also caused ener­ 
getic protests aud demands to be pre­ 
sent d at London, The British author­ 
ities promptly disavowed tho action, re­ 
call! <i the admiral and, without request, 
tendered indemnity in sufficient to sup­ 
port tile wives and families of all those 
who had Le. ii killed and wounded. 
Iii a later case the American ship Pro- 
nn thous, in iho bai lor of Ureytown, de­ 
clined to pay excessive port charges im­ 
posed by the Ling of the Mosquito 
country, then under a British protector­

flicking called on the British 
warship Express to

mands, and the Express promptly sent 
a broadside into the Prometheus. There 
were no persons killed, but the United 
States made a prompt demand for rep­ 
aration. The British governing gave 
this in the fullest manner and without 
question, disavowing the act and con­ 
demning the officer of the Express. 
Displays of force were resorted to by 
the United Elates, in 1852, against 
Japan, aud in 1858, against Java, for 
m is tr e a tm e n t of Americans and were 
successful.

This letter 
with a large collection of other rare old 
papers, was in the possession of Ridge­ 
way Shreve, a grand nephew of Col. 
Israel Shreve, who died a few y ears ago 
near Salem. 
A few of these old papers, 
correspondence between Colonel Shreve 
and General W ashington, also Colonel 
Shreve's sword and jou rnal, are now 
owned by Clinton French, Cleveland.

I have written to von by this day ’s 
post, bnt, lest the letter shou ld be de­ 
lay ed by the road, 1 have thou ght it best 
by Mr. Mason to inform in another let­ 
ter that GenE W ashington has sent 
to me y ou r ju dgm ent bond, with orders 
to get the money as soon as possible.

making altogether £ 780, with in 
terest from the first of Jane last.

instru ctions are so pointed that I cannot 
give long indu lgence, and that only at 
my own risqu e.

excellent state of preservation, and is 
signed by .Tames Ross, who one hnndred 
years ago, was one of the leading at* 
torneys of Pittsburg. 
C ot Israel Shreve, an officer of the 
revolutionary war, the person to whom 
the letter was addressed, purchased a 
large tract of land in Fayette county, 
Pa., from General W ashington, which 
had not been folly paid for. This letter 
with a large collection of other rare old 
papers, was in the possession of Ridge­ 
way Shreve, a grand nephew of Col. 
Israel Shreve, who died a few years ago 
near Salem. 
A few of these old papers, 
correspondence between Colonel Shreve 
and General W ashington, also Colonel 
Shreve’* sword and journal, are now 
owned by Clinton French, Cleveland 
The letter is as follows: 
Pittsburg, lid August, 1797. 
D bar S i r : 
I have written to you by this day s 
post, but, lest the letter should be de­ 
layed by the road. I have thought it best 
by Mr. Mason to inform in anothor let­ 
ter that Genl. Washington has sent 
to me your judgm ent bond, with orders 
to get tho money as soon as possible. 
He is mach out of temper at his disap­ 
pointment, and will accept nothing less 
than the whole money due, which is 
£600 and one year’s interest upon £3,- 
000, making altogether £780, with in­ 
te r e st from the first of Jane last. 
My 
instructions are so pointed that I cannot 
g iv e lo n g indulgence, and that only at 
my own risque. 
You will then use all 
possible exertion to have the money 
here at or before oar court in the first 
week in September, as that is tile 
longest time I can possibly delay the 
process for the recovery of the money. 
I am very respectfully, 
Dear Sir, 
Your most obedient, 
humble servant.

W il k e s b a k r e , Pa., Feb. 20.—In con­ 
sequence of the illness of Juror A. W. 
W ashburn, who 
had 
an attack of 
stomach trouble, the Martin trial was 
delayed for a time. 
Different witnesses, one a minister, 
testified to rioting by the strikers, one 
man being severely wounded. 
Milton Sellzer, the sheriff of Carbon 
county, said: 
“ Hearing tile strikers 
were going to make an attack on Cox’s 
bleaker at Beaver Meadow, I drove over 
there and told my d patios to follow. 
When I reached Beaver Meadow, I 
found Sheriff Martiu and his deputies 
there. The in k e rs were approaching 
aud, as the breaker is just inside the 
Carbon county line, it was my duty to 
protect it. 
Accordingly I called on 
Sheriff Martin and his men to act with 
me and they did. There were 500 or 
600 strikers and they charged upon the 
breaker. 
We drove them back, using 
our guns to push them along, but some 
managed to get through our lines and 
into the breaker. 
We drove them out. 
As the strikers dispersed, one man fired 
a shot at us from a revolver.” 
After an objection by the common­ 
wealth, he was allowed to tell w hat 
Sheriff M arlin’s instructions wore. 
He 
said: “ Martin told them to be very 
careful, not to shoot anybody, that we 
did not intend to do any harm, unless 
it was necessary to save our lives.”

Wingate’s Arithmetic and nodder s 
Airthinetio were succeeded by Pike's 
Arithmetic. 
This had 3(53 rules to 
be committed to memory, and not an 
explanation was given of one of them. 
It is the most barren schoolbook I 
have ever read. 
These printed arith­ 
metics were not iii common use. Near­ 
ly all teachers had manuscript “ sum 
books,” from which the scholars copied 
page after page of “ sums,’’ too often 
without auy explanation of the process 
though there were also many and long 
rules, which helped tho penmanship if 
they did not tho mathematics.—Chau- 
tanquan

It will cost at 
least $8,500 to transport it and put it 
in place. This amount is to be given by 
a friend of the university, Professor 
Hutton says.

The “ agglutinative reaction,” as the 
phenomenon is called, was discovered 
by a distinguished French scientist. In 
pluin words, it consists of the applica­ 
tion of the blood of a snspectcd case to 
the germ of typhoid fever. If the blood 
proves to be from a gcnuiuecase, it will 
kill all the germs aud cause them to 
crowd together in clomps. 
The recent outbreak of yellow fever 
offered to these gentlemen the opportu­ 
nity to apply this test to numerous cases 
of yellow fever, and the paper read re­ 
cently was a report of their valuable 
work, in which they prove the value of 
serum diagnosis iu yellow fever and 
cite a great number of cases in which 
the test was successful. Dr. T. S. Dab­ 
ney, member of one of the most impor­ 
tant committees of the Parish Medical 
society aud who took an important part 
in the discussion of Dr. Archinard’s 
paper, said the other night that in the 
tests reported by the doctor 75 per cent 
of the cases showed what is known as 
agglutinai reaction. In other words, out 
of every 100 cases examined of sup­ 
posed yellow fever blood 75 produced 
agglutination when tested by the yel­ 
low fever germ. 
Dr. Dabney said that the test experi­ 
ment was by the method of Dr. Y. 
Johnson of Montreal and was conduct­ 
ed iu this way: A drop of blood is taken 
from the lobe of the ear of the patient 
aud dissolved in 20 times its volume of 
sterilized water. The doctor then takes 
his culture tube bouillon of fever germs 
and puts the dissolved blood in it. In 
the culture tube are colonies of yellow 
fever germs which have been active auc 
increasing for 24 hours. In from five to 
80 minutes after the drop of suspectée 
blood dissolved in 20 times its volume 
is put into the culture tube the germs 
in the blood become agglutinated, mo 
tionless, and motility ceases entirely 
which shows that the blood is that of a 
yellow fever patient. If, however, when 
the dissolved blood is placed in the cul­ 
ture tube of yellow fever genus they 
are uot affected by the mixture and ag­ 
glutination does uot take place, then it 
is not yellow fever. 
If both typhoid and yellow fever re­ 
actions occur, then a clinical history of 
the case will be necessary to determine 
whether it is yellow or typhoid fever, 
unless further experiments reveal it In 
the case of plasmauiuni malaria there is 
no difficulty in determining, as the 
malaria microbe is well known, having 
been described aud photographed hun­ 
dreds of times. 
Dr. Dabney was asked what practical 
good would result to the public from 
this discovery, especially if it was as 
successful as it bids fair now to be. 
He answered that in the first place it 
would effable physicians to give a posi­ 
tive diagnosis of seveu cases ont of ev­ 
ery ten. 
In the second place it would 
not consume three days or more, as is 
often necessary in the clinical diagnosis 
of a case of yellow fever.
